The ca- 
tastrophe came with the suddenness of an 
earthquake and the consternation could 
gearcely have been greater if the earth 
had trembled.

Ed P. Stone, a Chicago newspaper man, 
who arrived in St. Louis this morning, tells 
@ graphic and thrilling story of the trip 
here through the path of the tornado that 
devastated the country in northern Illinois 
and left death and destruction in its wake. 

BY ED. P. STONE. 

“Probably the most exciting and, to the 
passengers, the most perilous train-trip 
was thet of the “Diamond Special” on the 
Illinois Central Railroad from Chicago to 
this city. 

“The train was almost an hour late at the 
Union Station this morning, and had made 
up over 30 minutes between here and Spring- 
field this morning. 

“Shortly after the train left Kankakee 
one hour out of Chicago, the passengers 
noticed a storm arising in the west, and 
commented upon the threatening aspect of 
the western heavens. 

“The train was in charge of Engineer Per- 
kins and Conductor A. J. Dawson. It was 
composed of one baggage and one express 
car, one day coach, one chair car, one Il- 
brary buffet car, one St. Louls compart- 
ment sleeper, one St. Louis regular sleep- 
er and one Springfield sleeper. There were 
over 250 passengers on the train, and with 
the high speed schedule of the run, few 
stops are made. 

A TERRIFIC STORM. 

“A few miles out of Kankakee the train 
plunged into a terrific rain, wind and elec- 
trical storm. The sharp lightning was in- 
cessant, the roar of the thunder deafening 
above the noise of the train, and the rain 
descended in sheets, driven by a wind that 
struck the train and threatened to cverturn 
it. 

“There is no stop between Kankakee and 
Gilman for the fast passenger trains, and 
the distance of 25 miles was a tedious jour- 
ney for the train. The wind was so fierce 
and the rain.so-heayy.that danger was 


imminent from either washouts, flooded 
tracks or ahaa thrown on the traexks 
by the wind. 

* Blinded by the constant flash of lightning 
the engineer was compelled to reduce speed, 
and long before Gilman was reached the 
wind became so strong that twice the train 
came to a standstill from its sheer force. 
On entering the Gilman yards, where the 
St. Louis line branches from the main line, 
it was close to 1 o'clock. 

“The railway yards were flooded, and the 
wind had blown a box car from a siding 
onto the main track. 

“The wheels of the box car had mounted

6KNOWN DEATHS IN STORM'S TRACK © 


A destructive storm, having at several 
places the force and character of a tornado, 
last night swept from the southern boun- 
dary of Wisconsin over a part of lowa, 
through central Illinois, touching the 
cities of Rloomington, Peoria, Clinton, De- 
catur, and sweeping over a number of vil- 
lages in the central part of the state. 

At Merna, IIL, three lives were lost and 
twenty persons injured. 

In Tazewell County, near Pekin, three 
persons were killed and two fatally in- 
jured. 

In Peoria the storm was very severe 
and a number of persons are reported 
killed. 

Laurel ,a little town in Marshall Coun- 
ty. Ia., is said to have been destroyed by 
the fury of the storm. 

Bloomington, IIl., was hit severely and 
buildings in all parts of the city were 
seriously damaged and traffic blockaded. 
So far as was known early, no lives were 
lost in Bloomington. 

Wires were blown down in every direc- 
tion. 

The storm swépt through the state about 
midnight, accompanied by electrical dis- 
charges of a severe nature. For seven 
hours St. Louis and Chicago could not ob- 
tain communication with the cities in the 
path of the storm. 

Trains on some of the roads leading 
into St. Louis were caught in the storm 
and seriously delayed. 

The prostration of the wires makes the 
transmission of news of the storm diffi- 
cult and tedious.

THREE LIVES LOST IN 
THE TOWN OF MERNA 


BLOOMINGTON, Ill, June 11.—Death 
and destruction followed in the wake of the 
worst tornado last night that has ever 
visited central Illinois. The property loss 
will be tens of thousands of dollars. There 
is nO way really of estimating the loss at 


present, owing to the uncertainty as to the 
effect on the growing crops, which, it is 


feared, suffered heavily. 

The saddest feature, however, was the 
killing of three young women who were 
attending a dance at the town hall of Mer- 
na, a small village 10 miles east of this 


city. 
There was a party of 200 young men and 


women at the dance in the hall when the 
tornado struck the building about 11 o'clock 
last night. Everybody rushed for the door. 

A number of young men held the doors 


| to prevent the people from escaping, fear- 
/Iing that they might be injured or killed if 
they got outside. About half of them, how. 


; ever, escaped, and then the building col- 
lapsed. The others were buried in the 
| wreck. 

Three were killed and at least 20 others 
injured, some of them seriously.

Roswell Field of Chicago spent Tuesday 
in St. Louis for the purpose of verifying 
his declaration that his brother, Eugene 
Field, was born on Collins street, instead of 
at 634 South Broadway. 

He found, as published exclusively in 
Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, that Roswell 
Field, Sr., resided at 28 Collins street at the 
time the future poet was born. 

He experienced much difficulty in decid- 
ing which house was numbered 28 half a 
century ago. The oldest resident of the 
neighborhood, John BE. Haggerty, told Mr. 
Field, as he told the Post-Dispatch Tues- 
day, that the house which is on the east 
side of Collins street is now numbered 413. 

E. D. Ruth, a veteran postal clérk, who 
was a boy of 12, residing on the same block 
when Eugene Field was born, told Roswell 
Field Tuesday afternoon that Mr. Haggerty 
was mistaken in the location of the house 
that was formerly No. 28. 

Ruth said it was a house on the west side 
of the street, instead of the east, and that 
it was a short distance farther north. Ruth 
said he lived next door to the Field resi- 
dence when Eugene Field was born. 


Says It Was 927 

Collins Street. 

He fixed upon 927 Collins street as the site 
of the house in which the poet was born, 
The residence that stood there 50 years ago 
has been torn down, and the storehouse 
of Miller Bros., produce merchants, whose 
store fronts on Broadway, now occuples its 
place, 

No confirmation of Mr. Ruth's decision as 
to the exaci location of the house was re- 
ceived by Mr. Field from other old resi- 
dents. In fact, the testimony he elicited 
was very conflicting

whether the even numbers were on the east 
or the west side of the street in 1850, and 
partly to the fact that Roswell Feld re 
sided on one side of the street before and 
on the other side after his marriage.

SHE KILLED MRS. CASTLE 


BOTH WOMEN LOVED THE SAME 
MAN. 


Mrs. Castle Was the Successful Rival 
and Was Killed in Her Own Home 
With a Razor in Miss Mor- 

; rison’s Hands. 


Bpectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

ELDORADO, Kan., June 11.—For the 
third time Jessie Morrison is on trial here 
to answer for the killing of Mrs. Olin Cas- 
tle. On the first trial the jury disagreed. 
At the second trial she was convicted of 
manslaughter in the second degree, and 
sentenced to two years in the penitentiary. 
The state supreme court granted her a new 
trial, which began today. Attorneys for the 
defense asked for a change of venue on 


the pProands that Judge Aikman is preju- 
diced against the defendant. Several af- 
fidavits were introduced to sustain their 
aims, one y E. Grinstead of 
gewick County. in which he claims 
Judge Aikman told him before he became 
judge here that Mies Morrison was a mur- 
eress and ought to be hanged. 

Judge Aikman overruled the motion for a 
change of venue, and in doing so denied the 
statcments made by Grinstead and others 
in their affidavits, and said he has no bias 
or prejudice against Miss Morrison. 


The Question of 

the Killing. 

In this case there is no question about 
the actual killing. The question is, was 
Mrs, Castle killed by Miss Morrison in self- 
defense. The story has remarkable fea- 
tures. Jessie Morrison and Clara Wiley 
loved young Olin Castle. Mr. Castle and 
‘Miss lley were married June 13. Eight 
Gays later the bride was cut with a razor 
by Miss Morrison. The Wileys, the Mor- 
risons and the Castles are al] leading fam- 
flies in Butler County. The bride of eleht 
days lived eighteen days after. Although 
she could not speak, she found strength to 
write a statement accusing Jessie Mor- 
rison and afterwards a note of forgiveness 
to Jessie Morrison. Miss Morrison was 
wounded, She was cut on the arms and 

reast. 

A Neighbor’s Story 

of the Tragedy. 

The tragedy took place on June 22. On 
that morning neighbors heard the screams 
of a woman in the Castle home, and, upon 
hurrying to the house, found Mrs. Castle 
lying on the floor, bleeding from many 
wounds, and Miss Morrison, with a razor in 
her hand, bending over her. 

Mrs. E. R. Spangler, who lives the first 
door north of Castle's. made this statement 
at the Stony trial: ; 

“About 8:30 or 8:45 o'clock that morning 
I was sitting in my front room with Mrs. 
B. Stiver and her daughter. Suddenly we 
heard two voices screaming, but supposed 
it was children playing. The screams grew 
worse, lasting probably three minutes, and 
soon we heard a lamp smash. I ran to the 
Castle house, looked in the vindow and saw 
@ woman on the floor, covered with blood. 
I went to the front door, but the screen 
was locked. I went to the back door, but 
both doors were locked, so I returned to 
the front door. By this time the screams 

ad ceased. 
nes saw Mrs. Mobberly and her daughter 
across the street and called to them. They 
came. Mrs. Mowberly broke the screen and 
entered Mrs. Castle was aetna upon 
the floor in the front room, bathed [n blood. 
The room presented a horrible appearance, 
blood spattered the walls and all over the 
fi 


oor. 

“Jessie Morrison was bending over Mrs. 
Castle and had just been slashing at her 
and also at herself. As Mrs. Mobberly 
entered Jessie Morrison ran out the front 
door into my arms. I seized her by both 
her arms and said, ‘Woman, what’s the 
matter, what have you done?’ Jessie Mor- 
rison replied: ‘I have killed Mrs. Castle, | 
cut her throat with a razor, but she tried 
to kill me. Theres a letter in there; let 
me go and get it. I must have it; let me 


‘Jessie Morrison was cut twice across 
the left side of the throat, and also on 
both arms and was breeding freely, but she 
struggled violently. I finally overcame her 
and led her along towards home, a block 
north. We went into the house; she dropped 
on the bed. I summoned her mother and 
returned to Castle's. 


Miss Morrison’s 
Side of the Story. 

Miss Morrison's side of the story ts that 
she was passing the Castle home when Mrs. 
Castle called her in.’ The girl had been the 
sweetheart of the woman's husband before 
their marriage, a few short weeks before, 
and there was supposably considerable jeal- 
ousy between the two. Miss Morrison de- 
clares that when she went into the hcuse 
Mra. Castle began quarreling with her and 
afterward attacked her with a razor which 
she tcok from a bureau in the room. In the 
death struggie that followed Miss Morrison 
declares that she wrenched the weapon 
from her adversary, after having received 
several blows, and began to defend herself, 
with the result that she inflicted blows from 
which her victim died. 

The prosecution will contend that Miss 
Morrison deliberately went to the Castle 
home with a razor in hand and intent in 
mind to kill the woman who had won the 
affection of the maw she loved; that after 
accomplishing her bloody mission she then 
turned the blade upon herself and attempted 
to mete out her own punishment, but was 
diverted from her intention by neighbors 
coming upon the scene. 

Mrs. Castle was so horribly mutilated 
with the zor that little hope was ever 
entertained for her recovery, but she lived 
eighteen days, just long enough to cele- 
brate the first month of her marriage. 

She was a tall, handsome girl. 

When she died there were gathered 

bout her all of her young girlhood friends.

British Ambassador Former 
Chum of Roosevelt's, 


SAW BALL GAMES TOGETHER 


DIPLOMATS WONDER IF FAMIL- 
IARITY WILL CEASE. 


Herbert, They Fear, Will Have the 
Presidential Ear and Cement the 
Relations of England and 
America. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Michael Her- 
bert’s coming as ambassador from the court 
of St. James has aroused the displomats. 
They don’t know just what to expect. Her- 
bert was the chum of Roosevelt until the 
retirement of Sackville-West. Herbert, 
then charge d'affaires, called Roosevelt 
“Teddy,” and Roosevelt called Herbert 
‘“Mungo”’ when they met at ball games and 


elsewhere. 
Sometimes it was ‘‘Mingo.’’ The only ex- 
planation for this title is that ‘‘Mingo” is 


the Russian pet abbreviation for Michael. 

No ambassador in Washington has ever 
been known to go to a protessional base- 
bail game. Neither do tne Presidents go. 
Presidents and ambasadors can go to tne 
theater, and it was even considered per- 
missable for President Roosevelt to wit- 
ness the annual games between the West 
Point and Annapoiis teams, but profession- 
al baseball games have peen sidetracked, 
and no full-fledged ambassador wouid think 
of going to one. 

It is confidently believed in diplomatic 
circles that Herbert, who is a schooied aip- 
lomat, will have all manner of opportuni- 
ties for whispering things to the President 
which other uipiomats wiil be denied. 

Mr, Rooseveit always observes the pro- 
prieties, but, for ail that, he is very much of 
aman. If he iMkes anybody he lets them 
know it and when the formal functions are 
over he goes in fur almost any sort of a 
heart to neart combination that may sug- 
gest itself. 

The President gave Prince Henry a pri- 
vate dinner, notwithstanding the declara- 
tion of the diplomats that it could not be 
done. Ali functions must be official, they 
said, but the dinner was Henry and Roose- 
velt. The diplomats fear Herbert will have 
unusual opportunities just as Lodge, who 
doesn't overlook very much that might 
come his way, has opportunities for gaining 
the ame House entree that other senators 
covet. 

Diplomats don’t have much more to do 
than soldiers in times of peace, hence there 
is an abundance of time for gossip. On the 
basis of Mr. Roosevelt's and Mr. Herbert's 
friendship they have figured it out ‘that 
marvelous things will happen in a dipio- 
matic way. Lord Pauncefote, say the dipio- 
mats, owed his success to John Hay, who 
didn’t care especially for Pauncefote, but 
is much interested in cementing English 
and American friendship. Now comes an 
English ambassador, say the dipiomats, 
who can get at the Président.

Catlin Tract Controversy 
May Be Adjusted. 


ALL INTERESTS REPRESENTED 


WORLD’S FAIR TERMINAL QUES- 
TION WAS DISCUSSED AT 
LENGTH. 


Important Meeting Lasting Two Hours 
Held in Mayor Wells’ Office— 
Isaac W. Morton Is Sanguine 
of a Final Satisfactory 
Outcome. 


Representatives of all the interests con- 
cerned in the Catlin tract controversy and 
the World’s Fair terminals question held a 
conference for two hours in Mayor Wells’ 
office Wednesday morning in an effort to 
agree upon a plan by which the World’s 
Fair organization might acquire the Catlin 
tract ana@ thus save the trees in Forest 
Park, and also by which the railroads 
might touch the Fair site with minimum 
injury to the adjacent resident property. 

After the adjournment of the conference 
Subject to the call of Isaac W. Morton, 
chairman of the property owners’ commit- 
tee, who presided, that gentleman said to 
the Post-Dispatch: 

‘‘We have not yet settled the matter. It 
is a very complicated matter. But the 
meeting has been satisfactory so far as it 
resulted in a thorough understanding of the 
situation, and gave us foundation on which 
to work to bring about a solution of the 
problem before us."’ 

Those who attended the conference were 
Mayor Wells, reresenting the city; Gov. 
D. R_ Francis, reresenting the World's 
Fair; I. W. Morton, reresenting the prop- 
erty owners’ committee; J. Ramsey, r., 
general manager of the Wabash; .

Wright, representing the Bay State Amuse- 
ment Co., and Julius Pitzman, civil an 
gineer, who carried a plan of the Catlin 
tract to the meeting.

The northern front of the entire block, that 
is, on De Giverville avenue, was purchased 
by the Rock Island.

Ivland flatly refused to assent unless an- 
other right of way was provided. 

General Manager Ramsay of the Wabash 
said after the meeting that certain propo- 
sitions had been made to the Rock Is.and 
by his road and that the Reck Island had 
taken them under consideration. 

Mr. Brookings and Mr. Morton stated that 
it was the idea of the citizens’ committee 
to endeavor to induce th@ Wabash and the 
Rock Island to place thelf tracks close to- 
gether and run into the Fair site over a 
minimum of space.

Mayor Wells said that he told the con- 
ferees that whatever assent he gave to any 
change of route involving a portion of the 
park was given subject to the action of 
the municipal assembly.

ANOTHER FIRE ESCAPE WARNING. 


‘The fire horror at the St. Luke’s sanitarium, Chicago, Monday, 
contains one more warning to the authorities of St. Louis to 
enforce the fire escape law which was approved March 27. 1901, 
and which applies to every hotel, boarding and lodging house, 
Sehoolhouse, opera house, theater, music hall, factory and office 
building in the State of Missouri, ; 

While the deaths in the Chicago fire were partly caused by the 
condition of the patients, several were killed: and injured by 
Jumping out of windows. Theré were fire escapes, and but for 
that fact, the death list would have been much greater. There 
are scores of buildings in St. Louis of three or more stories that 
have no fire escapes, including nearly all the school buildings. 
It 18 only a question of time until we shall have another Beau- 
mont street catastrophe, unless the law shall be enforced. 

The school vacation wil! begin at the end of this week, and 
the Board of Education should take advantage of the vacation 
Period to have every school equipped with a proper escape, as 
the law requires. 

And all buildings that come under this law should be protected 
as it prescribes. It is a question of human safety from the worst 
of deaths. Why should anyone be permitted to ignore this vital 
law? Make the buildings of the city safe. 
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One objection to the people of Columbia as jurors is that they 
Tread newspapers. But this objection may be made to almost 
every community in the stute. The weekly papers of Misscuri 
have severely condemned municipal corruption in St. Louis. It 
has been going on so long that Missourians all know about it. 
Still, they wilt have to be shown that Col. Butler is guilty before 
a jury of them will convict him. ae. 
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CONFISCATED---I570 PANAMAS. 


Those who have looked with suspicion upon the Panama hat 
heretofore must revise their opinion. A piece of headgear of this 
kind may not appear to be worth $50 or $30 or even $10, however 
ostentatiously the sign upon it in the window may be displayed, 
but whenever an article becomes so valuable that men will risk 
their reputations and liberty for the purpose of smuggling it into 
thé country, ita standing as a commodity that must be reck- 
oned With is assured. 

This has occurred in the case of the Panama hat. At Galveston 
Tex., a Snaniard smuggled in 1570 hats of thie kind, and the 
captain of the steamer which brought them, though clainging 
to be innocent, was fined $3000 by the federal authorities. The 
Spaciard escaped and the hats were confiscated by the gov- 
ernment. 

There cah no longer be any doukht as to the standing of the 
sky-piece from Panama; and if 1570 officeholders in Washington 
are seen preseritly bedecked in headgear of this kind, the knowing 
ones may only smile and say :t served the smuggler right. 
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After ail, it was doing pretty well to get the tablet within 
A mile of the spot where Eugene Field was born. It will be re- 
membered that there has always been a dispute as to just where 
the greatest of the Greek poets frst saw the light. 
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AN INSTRUCTIVE CONTRAST,

And it rests largely with 
citizens themselves whether or not the law shall be held {n con- 
tempt. If two or three men or women with the public spirit of 
these two earnest school teachers would take ho!d of the ques- 
tion and follow it up public officers might soon be brought to thelr 
duty and tax dodging by franchised corporations made imroesible. 
Meanwhile, if the State Board of Equalization will do its duty 
a long step will be taken toward the correction of these costly 


abuses.

JOKING WITH A JOKER. 

When Mark Twain urveiled a tablet to Eugene Field at 6384 
South Broadway, just before departing from St. Louis, suppos- 
ing that to be the poet’s birthplace, he became an unconscious 
joker. Field was not born there at all, but at 28 Collfns street, 
blocks away. 

But Dr Mark’s humor was unconscious. The joke was really 
on the members of the grave and dignified committee of Missouri 
historians who directed the unsuspecting and newly-made I.l. D. 
to this spot, with the solemn assurance, born of hearsay, that 
they were standing itn front of the premises where one of the 
greatest practical jokers of the present age first saw the light. 

Did the spirit of Eugene Field come back to earth and to Mis- 
gouri during the time Mark Twain was visiting his old home 
tor the first time in 60 years, and did it have anything to do 
with the faux pas made by our @minent historians last week? 
Field always joked about the date of his birth; he chose to cele- 
brate Sept. 3, because he was born Sept. 2. Was this ruling 
passicn so great that he-felt impelled to return in spirit to have 
just one more joke «bout his birthplace? 

However this nay be, it is hard on Mark Twain. He wept at 
the grave of Adam. as the world knows, because he felt that 
Adam's memory had been neglected, and now, more than thirty 
years later, we find him doing some more misplaced weeping in 
St. Louis. 

The only coxrsolation our cminent historians hdve is the fact 
that Mark got out of town before the mistake was discovered.

LETTERS DECLARE IT DISORGAN- 
IZED MINERS’ WORK. 


Barons’ Attempted Defense Is Result 
of Threatened Action by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to Secure Set- 
tlement of Strike. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 11.—Because of the 
investigation into the miners’ strike set on 
foot by President Roosevelt, the coal op- 
erators have made public the _ corre- 
spondence between them and John Mitchel, 
president of the United Mine Workers of 
America, before the present strike was be- 


gun. 
The most impressive feature of the cor- 


respondence is the unvarying insistence of 
the coal operators that they cannot and 
will not recognize the right of any one to 
deal with them on behalf of the miners. 
‘We will deal directly with our em- 
ployes,”” is a sentence that occurs again 
and again in the letters of each of the 


operators. 

The operators’ statement to the public 
begins with a recital that the United Mine 
Workers of America was originally an or- 
ganization of bituminous miners, who knew 
nothing about mining anthracite, but 
which, in 1899, extended itself among the 
anthracite coal miners, and, in 19.0, inau- 
gurated a strike which caused the oper- 
ators to grant a ten per cent increase of 
wages. his advance was extended until 
April, 1902. 


‘“Impracticable to 


Form a Wage Scale.’’ 

To a request for a conference as to a 
scale to become operative after April, 
President Baer of the Reading repiied 
“that it is impracticable to form a wage 
scale for the whole anthracite region.’’ lie 
added: 

“The experience in the past year has not 
been satisfactory. There cannot be two 
masters in the management of business. 
The objection to your proposition is not 
alone the impracticability of forming a 
uniform scale of wages, but it is to tne di- 
vided allegiance it creates. 

“Your organizations have no power to 
enforce their decrees and thereby insure 
discipline, and we have no power to main- 
tain discipline «xcept the power to dais- 
charge. The moment we exercise this pow- 
cr, we would be subjected to an inquisi- 
torial and effective supervision. 

‘‘A careful analysis of the results of last 
year’s operations shows that the efficiency 
of our mines has decreased 1,000,000 tons 
because the contract miners have worked 
only four and a half to six hours a day, 
each miners’ output decreasing from ll to 
17 per cent.” 

On the proposition to have Bishop Pot- 
ter or Archbishop Ireland arbitrate, Presi- 
dent Baer wr >te: 

“Anthracite mining is a business and not 
a religious, sentimental or academic propo- 
sition. The laws organizing the companies 
I represent impose the business manage- 
ment on the president and directors. I 
could not, if I would, delegate this business 
management to even so highly a respect- 
able body as the Civic Federation, nor can 
I call to my aid, as experts in the mixed 
problem of business and philanthropy, the 
eminent prelates you have named,”’ 


‘‘All Miners Should 
Be Treated Alike.” 


President Truesdale of the Lackawanna 
based his objections on inability to see why 


miners deserved different treatment or 
should be negotiated with differently from 
its other employes (non-organized) and ad- 


ed: 

“The situation and conditions vary so 
widely as respects the mining of anthracite 
coal in the different fields, the several! dis- 
tricts of each field in the different mines in 
each district and in the numerous veins of 
coal in each mine, that it has been found 
necessary during the year's experience in 
mining anthracite coal to establish a great 
variety of rates of wages and ailowances of 
different kinds in order to adjust the wages 
equitably as between men working under 
these varying conditions.’ 

President E. B. Thomas wrote: “So far 
the apparent effect of your association has 
been that at no time during the last twenty 
years has there been a greater spirit of un- 
rest and agitation. Nothwithstanding the 
advance in wages, the fair treatment ard 
friendly disposition toward the various com 
mittees, the depreciation in the quantity of 
work produced per man, has amounted to 
about 12 per cent. and, from April to Oct 
1, there have been no less than 102 interrup- 
tions of work occasioned by unwarranted 
demands and agitation by members of your 
association, resulting In a loss of over 900 
days work and over 600,000 tons of produc- 
tion. Most of them were brought about by 
unwarranted causes. 

“In some cases mines have been closed 
for long periods, and some of them are 
still closed because the members of your 
association decline to allow men not be- 
longing to that organiz-tion to work in the 
same mine. Not only that, but in many of 
the mines. the drivers have at different 
times declined to deliver cars to non-mem- 
bers of your association.”

Reduced Acreage of Wheat Is Esti. 
mated at 2,511,000. 
WASHINGTON, June i11L—Preliminary 
reports of the spring wheat acreage indi- 
cate a reduction of about 2,511,000 acres, or 
12.8 per cent. Of the nineteen states re- 
porting spring wheat, thirteen report a re- 
duced acreage, Washington being the only 
state having 100,000 acres or upward in this 

product that reports an increase. 

The total reported acreage in oats is 
about four-tenths of 1 per cent in excess of 
the acreage harvested last year. Changes 
in acreage are very evenly distributed

The acreage reported as under barley ¢x- 
ceeds the acreage harvested last year by 3.5 
per cent. In the States having 100,000 acres 
or upwards devoted to this crop there is an 
increase in area amounting to 1 per cent. in 
Kansas, 5 per cent in South Dakota, Wash- 
irgton and California, 8 per cent In Minne-
